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Christ Church from Golden Square. Christ Church 
was built in 1852, to supersede Well Walk Chapel. It 
stands near the summit of Hampstead Hill. Dr. Bicker- 
steth, Bishop of Exeter, was vicar of the church from 1855 
to 1885. Backing on to Golden Square is New Grove House, 
in which George Du Maurier lived for many years. 
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
